Wy esa disappointing. ‘te has doubts in the 
rst place, asto its authenticity, but even, 
granting this, it morely proves that out of some 
thousands of men suffering from all sorts of 
privations some few have had a senseof lassitude 
and not at al! that Mr. Reitz-himself shared this 
fecling. Moreover, if. he dosired to arouse a 
salutary reaction ho has suocoaded. Immedistely 
after the date assigned. to the letter. the 
Generals decided unanimo te continue the 
wor to thé bitter ond, and hostilities wore 
renowod with redoubled vigour, Mr. Kruger 
affrmod that he himeelf bad no knowledge 
of stops having been taken. in favour of 
mediation. More effective than an appeal to 
tha Powors will be, thinks, tho impression 
made upon them by the apectacla of the horrors 
now. being committed in South Africa, “T 
have once already made a proposal for peace | 
on honourable terms diroct’to Great Britain. 
Tt still stands; I will not ronow it.” Tho 
Boers were not the aggressors, and if tho 
war still continues it is not they who are 
pa gira Thoy are dofending their liberty, 
ant the avle condition upon which they 
will lay dowe their arms is that that licberty 
shalt be guaranteed them,” For nhis indepen- 
dence the children and the grandchildren of the 
regant combatants will go on fightiog, “for it 
is impossible to destroy o race, and a strong 
race does not renounce ifs liberty” The Zaglish, 
said the war would be over by Christraas, 1899, 
last antumh Lord Roberts dcseriboed it as practi: 
eally over, yet it was still yoing on, snd the 
English are as. much in need of peace as the 
‘Boers, and they know on what condition they 
e e n M Kr ger ‘he’ 
will grow. of ruining themselves in order 
to oppress the Bors. At all events, the Boers 
will never tire of resisting their oppression. 
Tho object of the Boors, which is Tberty; is 
nobler than that of the English, which is more 
conquest, and merits greater sacrifices, 

Challen; by a doubt as to whether the 
Boers could hold out, Mr. Kruger woid:—“ I 
cannot tell you overything ; but do not forget | 
that if a Boer commando captures a train des. 
tined to revictual 500 English the plunder 
‘suffices for 5,000 Boers. Moreover, we have 
never for any length of time boon without arms, 
ammunition, and horaes. Providence provides.” 

Mr.-Kruger does not think that Botha is in 
Capo Colony, but, if need be he will go thero, 
The war, in fact, has now extended throughout 
the whole of South Africa, Ho adds :— 

“ Even if hi inch of Republican territory 
were in Britjsh bands, even if Mr. Chamborlan 
wore to cover the two Republics with soldiers, 
the war would still go on as steadily as ever in 
the British South African colonies.. ‘Wherever 
there is a mgn-of our race there is a soldier 
ready to take up arms in defence of liberty, 
The  bublie executions in Cape Colony ate most 
usofal to our cause. Avengers epriny from the 
blood of martyrs.” 

Lastly, Mr. Kruger declares that the Boers 
will never give up their flag, the symbol of their 
freedom, that a complete amnesty must bo 
granted to the-Afriknnders—"‘as for ourselves 
we have not to ask for on amnesty, being bolli- 
gerents”—that a protectorate is out of the quos- 
tion—“‘if we wanted to bo protected it is not 
to the English that we should i ahag iy 
completa liberty must be granted them to reoon- 
struct their shattered homesteads, and recon- 
struct their conatry—“ to undertake such a 
long ard difficult task we must have complete, 
unlimited liberty”"-—and that, finally, the only 
thing the Boérs oan postibly give to obtain 
peace is money, which they are willing to pour 
out like water. It is his conviction that the 
English will finally grant them what is their 
dus. He does not hate thew, but merely de- 
plores their blindness and pride. He : daily 
offers up prayers to God for those who are 
dying, the victims of an unjust cause, and for 
the British Government, which oo-'obstinately 

orsists in its oursed enterprise. When peace 
is concladed he wishes to live on good and loyal 
terme with the English'in perpetual peace and 
friendship and the reciprocal recognition’ of 
rights, ‘The proof of the justice, of the Boor 
cause ia tp bo found in the universal sympath 
of the world, This shows that God is wii 
them and will not abandon them. : ‘I am more
